On March 27, two weeks before a dramatic low-altitude pass across the surface of 
Mars' moon I^obos, the unmanned Soviet spaceprobe Ihobos 2 lost radio contact with 
Earth. At press time. Ground Controllers believed that contact was xinreoovsrable and 
deemed the mission lost. The radio problem arose when the craft could not regain 
"stable contact" as It turned Its antenna back toward Earth after a data-collectlon 
run. 

Althou^ Ihobos 2 had taken photographs of Mars and Riobos and collected other 
data about chemical abundances on the Martian surface, the main part of the mission 
was a low altitude (130 feet) cruise over the surface of the moon. During this pass, 
a fixed-site lander probe and a mobile "hopper" probe were to have analyzed the soil 
of Ihobos directly. 

Riobos 2 was the remaining spacecraft of a pair launched towards Mars a year ago. 
last August, an erroneous command radlod to Phobos 1 caused that craft to point Its 
antenna away from Earth and lose radio contact. Unable to receive further commands, 
Ihobos 1 sailed past Msxs this January without firing Its braking rocket. Diobos 2 
arrived In late January and was In a circular orbit around Mars when contact was bro¬ 
ken. 

It was unclear whether human error led to the problem with Riobos 2, but the 
spacecraft had also been experiencing hardware problems. It was communicating on Its 
backup radio transmitter, and the television camera and other electrical subsystems 
were not functioning as planned. (This article appeared In "ASTRONOMY MAGAZINE" In 
the June 1989 Issue, under Space News.)

Answer: Sometime 
in May because anonymous said witness 
tried to get them developed with rest of 
roll and the two photos (number 9 and 10) 
were sent back undeveloped. This according to anonymous made witness very 
mad. Witness took negatives back to Brug Store for developing. Upon receiv¬ 
ing pictures there is a date that appears on both negatives and positives. 

To f\u:ther emphasize, said witness stated to anonymous that photos were taken 
two ( 2 ) or three ( 5 ) weeks earlier. 

9 . What is witness's name? Answer: I don't know, but if you want to talk to the 
go-between he is rl^t here. 

The next part of the qtiestlonlng was with the go-between. 

1. Who is the person who took the pictures? Answer: A woman. 

2. What is her name? Answer: Let's Just call her Bonnie. 

3 . What is your name? Answer: Withheld because party wants to be left entirely 
out of the story. 

4 . How did you receive the pictures? Answer: She gave them to me. You see she 
was showing them to people where she works. Everybody was lau^xing at her ex¬ 
cept an airlines pilot and iqyself. 

3 . Bo you work where she does? Answer: Yes. 

6. You mean she Just gave them to you? Answer: Well not exactly. I know her and 
she was upset because no one would believe her story. 

7 . Bo you? Answer: I don't know, well yes, you see I believe in flying saucers. 
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Author's Note: This Is the first time I suspected the said witness did not 
take these pictures. 

I then asked to speak to Don a^in. 

1. Well Don, what do you think? Answer: I don't know. There's something on 
the pictures all right. But I'll need the negatives. 

2. Can you get them? Answer: Yes, the go-between said she (Bonnie) would give 
them up if she could get a couple of blow-ups back in return. 

3. When do you get the negatives? Answer: Tomorrow evenizig or Saturday (6/23 
or 6/24)• 

4. Call me when you get them. Answer: Will do. 

Stage #2 

Saturday, June 24 1 1967* at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Brill. I arrived at the 
Brill's home at approximately 1 p.m. At this session I learned the following details 
of said sighting. 

1. The pictures were returned to the witness by the go-between in exchange for 
the negatives. 

2. The witness wanted the negatives back by Monday, June 26, 196?. 

3. I would meet the go-between if I could be at the Brill home at 8 p.m., June 

26, 1967 . 

4 . The go-between would not know I would be at the Brill home. 

3 . The witness had told the go-between that someone had made contact with her. 
She was to hand over all pictures and negatives. 

At approximately 7 <33 P*in*t June 26, 1967f I along with Mr. Ron Pelger arrived 
at the Brill home. 

A. The so-called go-between had already been there and had picked up the nega¬ 
tives at the request of the witness. 

B. The go-between had admitted that the witness was fri^tened by the telephone 
call she had received Sattxrday, stating that this party would pick up the 
pictures and negatives Monday. This being Monday evening, she was starting 
to panic. 

C. At approximately 8:43 p.m. the go-between came back to the Brill home to pick 
up the pictures that had been made in the form of 8 x 10 glossy, black and 
white blow-ups. 

D. Mr. Felger and ayself proceeded to question the go-between. 

Evaluation of third session: 

A. The blow-ups were in question - answer appears following. 

B. The go-between seemed very much interested in finding out the evaliiatlon. 

C. He seemed to be telling the truth. 

D. He was not abaksn by certain questions that were meant to be very ob^jeotive. 

E. He seemed sincere and honest. 

Author's Note: After questioning the go-between for over forty-five (43) min¬ 
utes, he made a telephone call to the witness asking her if it 
wo\ild be all right for Mr. Pelger and I to talk with her that 
very same night (one hour later to be exact). 

1. At this tine we learned for the first time where the wit¬ 
ness worked. 

(a) It was a restaurant-cafe. 

(b) It was in the City of Berea. 

2. Again, it was emphasized that all names would remain very 
confidential and on file only at the UAPA headquarters.

From Grove Oak to Lickskillet, numerous sl^tlzi^s of a mysterious aircraft des¬ 
cribed as *a silent thln^ strakln^ throu^ the dark" Friday ni^t prompted a delu^ 
of calls to the BeKalb Coimty Sheriff's Office. 

Observed by numerous law enforcement officers and private citizens across south 
DeKalb County, the aircraft nqrstified and terrified residents. 

The first report came at 8:42 p.m. when a Grove Oak woman Informed the lyffe Bo- 
lice Department that she had watched the object for over an hour with a pair of bi- 
nocTilars. 

The woman, who later asked not to be Identified, said the hovering aircraft ap¬ 
peared to be the shape of a banana with the curve side upri^t. "There was a red 
light on each end and a white light in a line between them. The top of the curve was 
outlined in green ll^t." 

She said that when the craft turned, the green ll^ts splayed outward "like fire¬ 
works" in a clrctilar shape. 

Police Chief Junior Gazmany and assis¬ 
tant chief Fred Works were dispatched to check 
the phenomenon. Accordixig to Gazmaz^y, when 
the officers arrived the aircraft was still 
hovering. "It was completely silent," he 
said. "We got out of the oar and we turned 
off the engine and the radio. When we started 
towards it, it began moving away." 

The police chief said the officers fol¬ 
lowed the object from Tenbroeck to Dawson, a 
distance of about 12 miles. Then the aircraft 
suddenly reversed direction and silently flew 
over the heads of the startled officers. 

"We figured it was going about three or 
four hundred miles an hour," Gazmany said. 

The officers estimated the aircraft's alti¬ 
tude at 1,000 to 1,300 feet, but they were 
able to get a good look at it. 

"It looked like an airplane at first, and it was moving fast," Works said. "But 
it didn't make a sound." 

"It was bigger than a jumbo jet," Gaznmny said. According to the officers the 
shape was dlfflcxilt to describe, but appeared roundish, with flashing green, white 
and red lights along the sides. White lights dotted the bottom, "like landing lights." 

Works said the white lights underneath appeared to be shining upward,' llluminatlzig 
the bottom of the aircraft. 

After the aircraft left, it was spotted by a state trooper and by police officers 
in Crossvllle, Geraldine, and Collinsville. On one occasion, police officers report¬ 
edly saw three of the aircraft at one time. 

The DeKalb County Sheriff's Office received over 30 telephone calls about the 
sightings. One call came from a terrified Llcksklllet resident. "He was about to 
have a heart attack and his wife was screaming," an official said. "He said it came 
over at treetop level and that he had shot at it with a 12-gauge shotgun." 

Airport officials in Birmin^iam, Huntsville, and at Maxwell Air Force Base in 
Montgomery were unable to explain the sightings. A Weather Service official said the 
description "doesn't match any kind of weather balloon we have." 

The woman who first sighted the craft said she hoped officials would be able to 
logically explain the phenomenon. "I'd love to know what it is," she said. "I'm not 
crazy and I don't go around chasing UFOs."

UFO CAUSES RADAR MALFUNCTION ? 

The following report comes from the East Hampton, New York Star of February 9th, 
1989* under the byline of Russell Rrumm. VOille it*s not a "spectacular" case, the 
fact that the strange object slated by the crew of a fishing boat may have had some 
effect on the boat's radar set is somewhat unique. While there are oiany cases of ' 

UFOs causizig problems with air and ground type radar, I hare personnally seen few re- 
I>orts relating to marine radar equipment. 

The 50-foot fishing boat 'Jibber* had just rounded Shagwong Point on Monday, 

January 50th, after learlng Montauk Harbor. F^m Shagwong, fishermen get their first 
view of the Montauk Li^thouse they must round en route to the cod grounds called CIA. 

For about ten minutes, as the 'Jibber* moved east, Capt. David Gavlola watched a 
strange light on the water just north of the Montauk Lighthouse, a light that seemed 
to come from an even stranger shape in the sky. Bobby Van Velsor and another crew 
member stood on the balkdeok shucking bait clams, unaware of the light for which Cap¬ 
tain Gavlola was fast running out of explanations. 

When he did see it, Mr. Van Velsor said, "It was very bri^t like a star," a 
beam of light to the ocean "like it was searching for something." 

Captain Gaviola said he at first changed course sll^tly, headlzig north toward 
the ll^t. But when he got closer - close enough to have heard the sound of a heli¬ 
copter had there been one - fear boarded the 'Jibber.' 

Suddenly, the radar quit. "That's when I started to freak," Captain Gavlola 
said. He turned off the runnizig ll^ts and 'Jibber's* engine. The ll^t, which both 
Mr. Van Velsor and Captain Gavlola described as sqtiare-shaped as it appeared in the 
distance, was less than a mile away and there was still no so\md. 

"I was thinking seriously about jumping," Mr. Van Velsor said, even thou^ the 
choice between an even clcser encounter and the 200-yard swim in January was not a 
good one. The strange light, which they decided was an object, moved toward the boat 
and up, "bobblzig aro\md and moving side to side" as it did, the Captain recalled. 

"I really thou^t it was golzig to stop rl^t over us," he said, addizig that the 
object had a "different kind of light" and was triangular or diamond-shaped then seen 
from the closer vantage. Captain Gavlola said it appeared to be a craft about 13 O 
feet long. 

"It turned belly-up and then cruised west, then south, climbing higher until it 
disappeared," he said. 

The 'Jibber's* radar started again as mysteriously as it had stopped. The boat 
continued on to the cod grounds where its three-man crew spent the rest of the day 
yanking cod into an alien world, and wondering how close they may have been to the 
same fate. 

Althou^ the crew of the 'Jibber* was reluctant to advertise the strange experi¬ 
ence, word crept out. 

Among some of the initial words of derision one ml^t expect were, they reported, 
it was a "cod beam," and "You'd better check behind their ears," and "did it have rod 
holders?" There also was some serious reflection on the part of fishermen over unex¬ 
plained sightings of their own at sea. 

The 'Jibber's' crew seemed convinced that something was looking at something be¬ 
fore dawn on January 50th off Montauk Point and that whatever it was knocked out the 
boat's electronics. 

And one of the three fishermen, at least, wondered if the good cod fishing co\ild 
have had anything to do with it. "It did turn out to be one of the two best trips of 
the year," he said. 

THREE SEE UFO OVER NEVADA 

Later on the same day as the previous rei>ort from the fishermen off Mantauk Point 
when a strange object approached their fishing boat, a mysterious oval something was 
on the prowl over the state of Nevada - possibly looking for another kind of catch? 

Elaine Goldman would like someone to tell her what it was she saw on her way home 
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to Battle Mountain that Monday erenlng. Falling that, she would at least like to know 
that someone else saw what she, her sister and her aunt observed in the skies over 
northeastern Nevada. 

The three women were driving west on Interstate 80 at about 3:00 p.m., Goldman 
said, and were about 28 miles from Battle Mountain when they first sighted the object. 
"At first, it looked like a star, but it was so ll^d^t outside," Goldman said. 

As they drew nearer to the object, which Goldman said sat motionless hundreds of 
feet above Interstate 80, they began to realize that this was no star. 

"We were close enough to it to tell it wasn't an airplane or a helicopter, either," 
Goldman said. "I got kind of nervous." 

She described the thing as "kind cf like an oval" in shape, its size dlfflcxilt to 
pinpoint because of the distance Involved, and bathed in a red glow. Two short streams 
of \d3at appeared to be smoke emanated from the center of the oval, Goldman said, adding 
the streams in no way resembled the contrails of a Jet aircraft. 

At each end cf the oval was a flashing red light, which could have accoimted for 
the glow, the Battle Mountain woman added. 

Goldman said she and her relatives kept the object in sight for 10-13 minutes 
before they passed directly beneath it. And then it was gone. "It Just disappeared," 
she said. "It was there and then it wasn't." 

The object may have vanished, but not Goldman's curiosity about what it could 
have been. A check at the Federal Aviation Administration Offloe in Elko provided 
little assistance - the official on duty said there were no UFO sightings reported 
there Monday. 

But Goldman says she is hopeful that someone will come forward to corroborate her 
sighting. "I'm sure somebody else had to have seen it," she said. 

UFO CAUGHT ON VIBEO TAPE IN WASHINGTON STATE? 

The following possible photographic case was reported in the Skagit Valley Herald 
of Mount Vernon, Washington by staffer Mary Bairough: 

It wasn't until 1 6 -year-old Alfred Chan watched his videotape that he saw a barely 
dlscemable object hurtling over the roof tops of the city. 

Was it a bird? Was it a plane? (A typical inane insertion made by reporters 
since "day one" that somehow slants the story to make the witness seem a bit less than 
"responsible" to some people reading the story. What a shame that after forty-two 
years we still have this trite comic bock association being used! - R.R.H.) 

While others who have seen the tape are skeptical, Chan, a sophomore at Oak Harbor 
Hlgdi School, thinks the object migdit be a UFO. 

"I'm glad to have evidence, because I know there is something out there," Chan 

said. 

He said he knows his story will be greeted with disbelief, but he prefers to let 
people know apparent phenomena from outer space "can be seen anywhere, even in day- 
ligdit. And it doesn't have to be in the deserts of Arizona." 

Chan is a member of the ROTC Brill Team at school, and in his spare time plays 
basketball and football. He also seeks information about UFOs in television documen¬ 
taries and discounts science fiction movies as "silly." 

His father, Bominlc, a retired Navy Petty Officer, said he can't find any logical 
explanation for the mysterious object and is willing to believe it's a UFO. 

Anyway, "people see what they want to see," 
when looking at the tape; he commented on whether 
viewers are willing to believe it's an object from 
another world. 

The tape shows a small dark object in the low¬ 
er comer of the screen that rapidly dlsappeaors. 

Then through the clouds, the light seems to reflect 
off the classic shape of a flying saucer, the type 
depicted in 1930s science fiction movies. 

The whole shadowy scene takes a matter of sec¬ 
onds on the screen. 
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Chan captured the unknown shape in the view finder of the family's new video 
camera on the afternoon of March 9th at their Oak Harbor home. He said he was shoot¬ 
ing from Inside the house throu^ a window. 

He focused the camera on golden clouds to the east and then panned to other parts 
of the skyline. Then he played the film to see how well the camera had performed. 

That's when he saw "something there" he said. 

Chan called his parents and they agreed there was deflnately something strange a- 
bout the shape that came and went. 

Whether the faint object on the tape is merely a trick of ll^t, a quirk in the 
tape or a sighting of a UFO remains to be seen. 

After realizing the tape contained something xmusml, Dominic Chan said like many 
other people he didn't know what to do about a possible UFO. 

He took the tai>e to the Oak Harbor Police. 

Sgt. Rick Wallace said he couldn't discern clearly the outline of the object, "but 
there seemed to be something moving in the clouds." 

Wallace said he has no experience in identifying this type of phenomena. 

"It could have been something on the tape or the fact the camera was moving about 
quite a bit," Wallace said. 

Chan also called Whldbey Island Ibval Air Station and was told the base wasn't 
conducting air operations in the area that day. 

"The Navy doesn't have anything that can do the type of maneuvers depicted on the 
tape," said the Navy spokesman Howard Thomas, who has viewed the tape. "The Navy 
essentially doesn't have the resources locally to technloally evaluate the tape," he 
added. 

The Air Force used to collect this type of date, but now refers calls to the 
National UFO Reporting Center in Seattle. (The fact that the Chan boy did not actual¬ 
ly see the UFO when he was making the tape, and also because he was shooting from in¬ 
side his house throu^ a window certainly suggests the possibility that the "UFO" may 
be some sort of reflection from an object inside the house onto the window glass. How¬ 
ever, I'd still like to be able to view a copy of this tape. - R.R.H.) (Aroxmd and
